Because L. B. Conrad, a Pasadena 
carpenter, ventured to assert his right 
to work, yesterday afternoon, he -was 
set upon by three labor union roughs 


of Los Angeles and beaten and kicked 


untii he was unconscious. Then, 


frightened by the result of their bru- 
tality, the assailants fied. 

The dastardly attack was made on 
an Oak Knoll lot on which a hand- 
some residence is in course of con- 


struction. Conrad and several other 


workmen were preparing to leave for 
the day, when three walking delegates 
appeared and began a tirade against 
Peter’ Hall, the contractor. . 

They demanded that every man em- 
ployed on the job should at once 
strike. The workmen listened un- 
willingly to the speakers, but Conrad 
was the only man who dared to voice 
his disgust. He stated that work 
meant his livelihood, that times were 
hard and that it was difficult to ob- 
tain employment. 

“Hall pays his men more than the 
ordinary scale, and he has union 
hours,” he argued. “He treats ws 
fairly and while believing in an. open 
shop, employs good workmen, whether 
union or non-union.” 

This enraged the delegates. all of 
whom were the worse for liquor, and 
they cursed the carpenter and threat- 
ened him, and finally one of them 
knocked him down. 

THREE TO ONE. 

The three cowards then joined in 
Kicking the prostrate man and in beat- 
ing his face to pulp.

Mrs. Wardell’s fingers are little more 
than stubs and reveral of her toes are 
Seriousiy affecied. Her eyelids are 
thick and as tough ad leather. Pins 
were stuck into her arms and shoulders 
and she felt no rain. 

The woman is part Mexican and part 
Swede. She contracted the disease in 
Mexico, eight years ago and has lived 
im the vicinity <f Los Angeles for the 
last three years. She was taken 
the leprosy ward at the County Hospi- 
tal, where she may be kept for the rest 
of her life. She will not be allowed to 
see a friend except at a distance. It 
may be many years before death comes, 
doctors said last night. 

The last case of leprosy at the Coun- 
ty Hospital was that of a haif breed 
ka. who escaped one night after 
two years of isolation and fied to 
Mexico.
